WHAT'S NEW? 

JESUS MERINO: We're trying to tell stories about Superman from 
a new, fresh starting point. It's easy to explain the book: It's 
Superman! A new look, a different roster of characters, a 

new scenario...but still 
Superman. 









LOIS AND CLARK NO MORE? 

PEREZ: The relationship between Lois and Clark is the big change. Not 
only is their marriage totally nullified, but the actual relationship has 
changed. There isn't really that romantic interest between Superman 
and Lois, or Clark and Lois. Lois wants to be Clark's friend, but there's 
no real romance there. Clark's a farmboy, and Lois is a big-city girl — 
and the daughter of a general who's anti-Superman, so she's caught in 
the middle of that as well. 



SUPERMAN VS. CLARK KENT 


PEREZ: Clark Kent sees that because of Su- 
perman, Metropolis has flourished. It's tru- 
ly started to become the City of Tomorrow. 
But some sacrifices have had to be made 
because of that, some of which he himself 
has had to face. Clark is very much an advo- 
cate for the poor, and he does stuff to help 
the little guy more than he reports on Su- 
perman. He's seeing the stuff he wants to 
champion as Clark get affected by the stuff 
his alter ego is championing. Metropolis 
may be becoming a City of Tomorrow, but 
at what cost to the people who can't afford 
middle-class housing? Clark's first home 
in Metropolis, the apartment building that 
was established by Grant [Morrison] and 
Rags [Morales] in ACTION COMICS #1, is be- 
ing torn down due to city renewal... thanks 
to Superman! So it's a double-edged sword, 
a bit of melancholy to all the good that he does. Progress does come at a cost, and things do change. People may 
read a metaphor into that with The New 52, and more power to them if they do. [Laughs] 


BATTLE FOR THE SKIES 

MERINO: I really enjoyed drawing Super- 
man versus the big bad invisible mon- 
ster in the second issue. The pressure is 
high, but from time to time I like to draw 
an old-style brawl. I won't say one word 
more...but stay tuned in the following is- 
sues because it's gonna be great! 



THE SUPERTEAM 

MERINO: To work with George is a dream 
come true. I've been a fan of his work 
practically since he began his career! 
George provides me with some of the 
most dynamic and powerful breakdowns 
I've seen in a long time. When I have these 
breakdowns in hand, my first thought is, 
"Okay, how can I do it better? Is it nec- 
essary to change anything?" And most of 
the time the answer is, "If it isn't broken, 
don't fix it!" 

PEREZ: Jesus is a great artist. By issue #4, 
I won't need to do layouts anymore — he's 
grown his wings, and I'm excited to see 
him fly! 




COMING UP... 

PEREZ: In issue #3, there will be a third creature that 
comes after Superman — the first female, and the first 
person Superman actually knows. I even hinted at her 
in a background shot in issue #2. Now the alien would 
have a body host who knows more about Superman... 
and dark Kent. That brings a new level to the menace. 
And they all seem to have something in common... 


NICOLA SCOTT VISITS METROPOLIS! 

PEREZ: Nicola Scott will be pencilling issue #3. She's 
working off the same layouts I would have done for 
Jesus, but she's working with a totally different art 
style. She's closer to my style, more in the classic 
vein.
